Joins With Russian Soviets 
COPENHAGEN, March 23, -—The 
ew Hungarian Government has pro- 
laimed solidarity with the Russian 
oviet government, and an armed al- 
ance with the proletariat of Russia, 
ccording to a dispatch from Buda 
*esth dated Saturday. 

The proclamation of the new Hun- 
arian government follows: 

“The proletariat of Hungary from 
o»day has taken all power in its own 
ands. By the decision of the Paris 
onference to occupy Hungary, the 
rovisioning of revolutionary Hungary 
vecomes utterly impossible. Under 
hese circumstances, the sole means 
pen for the Hungarian government is 
ictatorship of the proletariat. 

“Legislative, executive and judicial 
uthority will be exercised by a dicta- 
orship of the workers, peasants and 


oldiers council. The revolutionary 
‘overnment council will begin forth- 
vith with work for the realization of 
ommunist socialism. 

“The council decrees the socialism 
‘f large estates, mines, big industrial 
vorks, banks and transport lines, de- 
‘lares complete solidarity with the 
tussian Soviet government and offers 
o contract an armed alliance with the 
vroletariat of Russia.” 

Declare War With Entente

Russian Reds on March 
COPENHAGEN March 23 (A.P.). 
—The new Hungarian Soviet govera- 


ment intends to effect an al'’iance 
with the Russian Bolshevik, actord- 
ing to a telegram which the Berlin 
correspondent of the Buda Pesth 
Pestinaplo says he has received from 
that city. 


According to this telegram, thre 
Russian envoys already in Buda Pesth 
declare that a Russian Red army 1s 
now on a line from Brody to Stanistau 
and is advancing on Lemberg, app-ox- 
imately 75 miles distant. This army, 
the telegram continues, is expec-en to 
arrive in Buda Pesth within a fort- 
night. 

The Berlin Lokal Anzeiger’s Buda 
Pesth gorrespondent says an army of 
70.000 men has been formed secretly 
under the command of Major Georgey. 
The correspondent adds that the von- 
Socialists and the rural population are 
supporting the new government, 

LONDON, March 23.—Allied troops

Sitting democratically upon a box, 
in the armouries Saturday, while pro- 
cess of demobilizing the troops went 
on, Lieut.-Col. Palmer, of the Forty- 
Ninth, himself a Strathcona man, talk- 
ed with a Bulletin representative. 

“I was very much impressed,” he 
said, “with the warmth and enthus- 
iasm shown by the citizens of Edmon- 
ton in their greeting today. I am sure 
that every man in the battalion felt 
the same. We all felt that we were ut 
home again.” 

The battalion had a wonderful trip 
across, the colonel said. They had one 
of the best boats in the Atlantic ser- 
vice and the train conditions were 
“splendid.” 

Asked what disposition would be 
made of the battalion colors, the 
colonel said that he hoped that the 
Forty-Ninth would be perpetuated as 
the number of a permanent militia 
unit to be stationed in Edmonton. If 
such a regiment were organized the 
colors would be presented to it. The 
only obstacle was the fact that there 
was already a military organization, 
the Hastings Rifles, which was desig- 
nated by the number forty-nine. Col. 
Palmer said that he had written to 
its commander suggesting that a 
change in the number could be effec- 
ted. 

Col. Palmer said that he wanted 
especially to pay tribute to the men 
who had been drafted into the Forty- 
Ninth from other battalions. Such had 
been the friendliness, the “esprit du 
corps” that had prevailed that the 
drafted men had always become true 
Forty-Niners, in every sense, while

CORRIDOR PLAN 
IS THE CAUSE OF 
DISSENSION 


Council of the Powers Wor- 
ried Over Giving Poland 
Access to the Sea 


REPORTED BY COUNCIL 


Lloyd George and President 
Wilson Disagree with 
French Proposal 


PARIS, March &8—(Ry the Aaeso- 
ciated Press)—When the council of 
great powers met Saturday it was in 
an atmosphere of considerable ap- 
prenhension over Poland, which is the 
chief subject of discussion. This is 
not on account of Poland itself, but 
because of differences which have 
arisen affecting the fundamental ques- 
tions of nationality to which President 
Wilson has given his strong approval 
and also his thirteenth point, which 
called for an _ independent Polish 
state with access to the sea. 

This last clause has introduced an 
issue on which there is a wide di- 
vergence of views. A committee, un- 
der the chairmanship of Jules Cam- 
bon, with Sir Wm. Tyrrell as_ the 
British member and Dr. Robt. H. Lord 
as the United States member, has re- 
ported the plan giving Poland this 
access to the sea by means of a “cor- 
ridor” sixty miles wide, running 
across East Prussia, But the effect of 
this concussion is to place about 
1,500,000 Germans within the new 
Poland, and to detach the easternmost 
part of Prussia from Germany. 

Premier Lioyd George has taken 
the view that this denationalization 
of a large body of Germans would 
cause such discontent as would be 
likely to bring on another war, and it 
is understood President Wilson is not 
entirely satisfied with the proposal. 
M. Cambon’s committee has been ask- 
ed to revise the plans, and this re- 
vision is now under discussion. ‘The 
commission is said, however, to ad- 
here to the original plan for a wide 
corridor, 

Amendments Deferred 

The important amendments con- 
cerning the Monroe Doctrine, the Jap. 
anese amendment for just racial treat- 
ment and the French amendment rel- 
ative to the creation of a general staff 
were deferred for consideration at 
the next meeting to be héld Monday 
evening at 8:30 o'clock. 

The Japanese amendment has been 
revised, so as to be introduced into 
the preamble and recites the equality 
of nationals of the states belonging to 
the league. 

In recognition of the principle of 
self-determination in labor questions, 
the labor commission yesterday in- 
troduced a clause into its report pro- 
viding that “No recommendation or 
draft conventon shall, in any case, be 
accepted or applied so as to diminish 
the protection already accorded to 
workers by any existing laws of any 
of the high contracting parties.”

Tells Shareholders of Govt’s 
Dealings With Other Railroads 


Canadian Pacific Allowed to Build into Territory That G.T.P, Was 
Designed to Serve—Canadian Northern Is Also Given 
Abundant Assurance from Government 


LONDON, March 22.—(Canadian 
Associated Preas)—-At the meeting of 
the Grand Trunk railway company's 
shareholders today, Mr. Alfred Smith- 
ers, chairman of the system, gave an 
exhaustive review of the negotiations 
with the Canadian government. 

Chairman Smithers had much to 
say about the government's dealings 
with other railways. 

“The Canadian Pacific was elowed 
to build branches and extensions right 
into new territory which the Grant 
Trunk Pacific was designed to serve. 
The Canadian Northern was not only 
allowed but actually subsidized year 
after year to build lines competing 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific. Our 
contention is that the Grand Trunk 
Pacific should at all events be treated 
by the government with the same con- 
sideration they have shown the Cana- 
dian Northern, 

“We have offered to sell the Grand 
Trunk at practically the average earn- 
ings of the last ten years so that if the 
government took us at the price we 
ask they would be obta!ning the rail- 
way on a basis nearly repaying them 
what we ask and the government is 
paying next to nothing for the whole 
reversion of the future, which in a 
country with the resources and wealth 
of Canada must be of untold value. 

‘The government says the directors 
fail to appreciate the Grand Trunk’s 
responsibilities to the -Grand Tru 
Pacific,’ We think the answer to that 
is that the government does not ap- 
Pear to give any consideration to the 
uinfluence of events like those of the 
last five years, which rendered it im- 
possible for the Grand Trunk to carry 
its responsibilities for the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. The Grand Trunk is 
the only railway in Great Britain, the 
United States and Canada left to bear 
unaided the impossible strain caused 
by the unparalleled war conditions, It 
is owing to those conditions that the

THREATENING

Armed Guards Protect the Spot 
Where Wilhelm Is Sawing 
Wood 


AMERONGEN, Holland, March 22. 
—There was a state of the extremest 
alertness around the Von Bentiuwn 
castle throughout the night and this 
morning in consequence of the former 
German emperor having received last 
evening two violently threatening let- 
ters, one emanating from Amsterdam 
and the other from the Belgian fron- 
tier, and also a telegram from a friend 
warning him of the menacing peril. 

All Dutch gendarmes who watched 
over the ex-emperor’s welfare were 
kept on duty. This morning all the 
garden patbs in the neighborhood of 
the shed, where William Hohenzollern 
was engaged in sawing wood, were 
constantly patrolled by armed guards, 
while even outside the walls of the 
castle, gendarmes were carrying load- 
ed carbines. 


GERMANY DRIFTS 
TO BOLSHEVIKISM 


Can Only Be Stayed by Food Re- 
lief and Lifting Blockade, 
Says Villard 


PARIS, March 28 (A.P.).—Oswald 
Garrison Villard of New York, editor 
of the Nation, has just returned to 
Paris from a week's observations of 
conditions in Germany and made a re- 
port to the British prime minister, 
David Lioyd George and the United 
States peace commissioners by which 
they are said to have been profoundly 
impressed. 

“The drift toward Bolehevism is ra- 
pid in Germany,” mid Mr. Vikard to- 
day, “and it can be stayed only by 
prompt food regufation and the lifting 
of the blockade so that trade may 
begin and the idle factories may re- 
ceive raw materials as fast as ar- 
rangements can be made to pay for 
them.”

GERMAN SHIPS 
LEAVE HAMBURG 


Example, It Is Believed, Will 
Have Good Effect on Strik- 
ing Seamen 


BERLIN, March 22.—Up to seven 
o'clock this evening 18 ships had 
cleared from Hamburg, including the 
Patricia Santa Cruz, Cordova, Ki- 
goma, Kleveland and Cap Finisterre 
Many other vessels are manned and 
coaled and ready to sail Sunday. The 
example of the Hamburg seamen in 
proceding to sea, it is believed here, 
will have a good effect on the other 
Haneetic and Baltic seamen. 
COPENHAGEN, March 21.——At 4 
mass meeting of seamen at Bremen 
a resolution was passed declaring the 
refusal of the seamen to permit ships 
to sail for England unless a promise 
could be obtained that the German 
crews would be allowed to remain on 
boam, according to Berlin advices. 
As the provisioning of Germany ts 
jeopardized by the refusal of the Ger- 
man seamen to run ships required by 
the entente, the German = armistice 
comsniasion has proposed to the Allies 
that they approve the placing of four 
small cruisers in service to guarantee 
protection, the tmmediate sailing of 
the merchant vessels and the trans- 
port of food. 


WIDOW GETS $10,000 


CALGARY, March 23.—The widow 
of Robert McBratney, who died iwo 
years ago 
giving his entire estate to his sieters, 
has been granted over $10,000 from 
the estate in an important judgemert 
handed down by Mr. Justice Stewart 
in Supreme Court, who decided on the 
principle that a widow should be left 
in the same circumstances as when 
her husband was living.

Premier Stewart, as has been said, 
appeared momentarilly to pall the 
meeting to order and to tintroduce 
Mayor Clarke, who read the Civic 
address to Col. Palmer. The address 
was as follows: 

To Lieutenant-Colonel Robert H. 
Palmer, D.8.0., the officers, non- 
commisioned officers, and men of 
the 49th Battlion, C.E.F.: 

It is the proud privilege of the mem- 
bers of the municipal council of the 
city of Edmonton on behalf of the 
whole body of our citizens to cor- 
dially welkkome back to its home city 
the gallant 49th Battalion, GCEF., 
@ battalion whose achievements have 
won for it the admiration of its fel- 
low citizens and countrymen, the rec- 
ognition of the*Imperial forces and 
the fear of ite enemies. 

Enrolled in December, 1914, by 
Major, now Brigadier-General W. A. 
Griesbach, D.S.0., C.M.G. M.P., you 
trained at home and on the historic 
plains of Shornecliffe, and,after de- 
positing your colors in the sucred fane 
of Canterbury, proceed to France in 

tober, 1915. 

It wae your great good fortune to 
be permitted to maintain your integ- 
rity as @ unit and you have fought 
and won glory and fame for the gal- 
lant 49th which fs reflected upon the 
city whose name you bear. Through 
many bloody fields from the first bat- 
tile of Ypres, on June 2, 1916; the 
Somme in the same year Arras, Canal 
du Nord, Boulon Wood; your entry 
into Cambrai with the Third Division; 
immortal Passchendaele and Vimy 
Ridge bear witness to your valor; 
forming a part of the spear-head 
which entered Amiens on August 8, 
1918, and crossing the Mons Conte 
canal tight ahead of the attack which 
finally captured Mone at 5 a.m. on the 
day in which the armistice was signed 
the eleventh of November, 1918, it 
was your privilege to share in the fir- 
ing of the last shota which won for 
the world its freedom and for our be- 
loved land and glorious Empire the 
victory over Kaiserdom and the Hun. 

That the price of your victory has 
been paid by the supreme é6acrifice 
of so many of your noble comrades is 
the one fact which checks our joy 
at your achievements; we share the 


sorrows of those to whom they were 
dear, but feel that they have not died

In spite of the fact that the market; @ cattle and 40 hogs from the Rich 


has been very draggy, especially in 
regan to feeders, the prices have kept 
very strong. There ia some indication 
that the feeder price will go down, 
but o# this has been forecast al] win- 
ter, the buyers are not taking it very 
seriously. Good beef ie bringing its 
price, the top for this week being 15 
centa paid for one steer from Mann- 
ville and bought to ship to Chicago 
for immediate siaughter, Another 
brought i4c but there were few of 
that quality on the market, 

The fact that the American buyers 
of feeders have gone off the market 
on account of the shipping restrictions 
hag immensely curtailed the demand 
for stocker and feeders but as stated 
= spite of thia the prices have kept 
irm. 

The Edmonton and Dunvegan rall- 
road has declared an embargo on tie 
shipping of cattle north of McLennan 
and this will have quite an effect on 
the market eince a number of cattle 
bought in the yards here go to the 
High Prairie and Grande Prairie dis- 
tricts. The embargo is due to road 
bed conditions in the a@pring. The 
cattle receipts were 745, including 206 
calves, Several Saskatchewan buyers 
were on the market for feeders, 

Receipts for the month were one 
and a half that of lam year. 

Sheep receipts were 269, one dig 
shipment of breeding ewes going Into 
Manitoba, Prices remain about as 
they were both for breeders and fat 
sheep. 

Hog receipts for the week were 984 
Prices went up steadily ali week to 
$19 off care at close, Buyers were 
looking for a decline in prices, ac- 
cording to reports of Eastern prices 
dropping. The drop if it comes is 
thought to be only temporary.

Dominion Government Names a Largest Party Yet Except 49th—

Additional veterinarians have been 
appointed by the Dominion govern- 
ment to inspect cattle being shipped 
out of the country. When the United 
States refused to accept shipment of 
Western Canada cattle on account of 
mange, it was decided that all cat- 
tle must be inspected at point of 
origin and the Dominion government 
appointed a number of veterinariésas 
official inspectors for these points, In 
addition to the original list the fol- 


lowing veterinarians have been ap- 
pointed:

A. Johnson, Wetaskiwin; Dr. C. H. 
Grunart, Fort Saskatchewan; Dr. J.

They are roan or dark red and in sizo 
and type are the most uniform lot 
that could be imagined. Mr. Walters 
has a herd of about 260 cows and has 
coming on for next year another lot 
of 40 bulla. 

The bulls are all two years old this 
epring and are sired chiefly by the 


herd bulls “Escena Bandsman” and 
“Lord Omega.” 
All the animals bought by Mr. 


Brown are bought subject to inspec- 
tion for tuberculosis, so the farmers 
in getting them are sure of the health 
of their animals. 

The other five were bought from 
Harold Talbot, of Lacombe, and tin- 
clude one white one which is probably 
the pick of the lot. There are also a 
couple of roans and a red in this 
bunch. 

Mr. Brown believes that tn dis- 
tributing such a claysy lot of bulls 
through the country, he is going to 
onsiderably influence the class of 
live stock. Through this club organ- 
ization any group of ten farmers can 
get one of these government bulla, of 
any breed they desire. The govern- 
ment bears the cost of purchase and 
the freight is borne to the nearest 
shipping point. The farmers gre re- 
sponsible for the keep of the bull 
while they are using him. 

So far as possible, it is the policy 
of the government to buy in Alberta 
the animals they send out, but at any 
rate they are all Canadian bred. 

There are a number of new asso- 
clatioas this year and Mr. Brown ex- 
pects to send ou! at least 100 bulls, 

A. 8. Morrison, the veterinary at 
Lacombe, who conducted the tuber- 
culin test on the recent purchases of 
Mr. Brown, has written congratulat- 
ing him on the bulls he had secured 
and stating that he considered them 
the most uniform herd that could 
have been secured.

hloquent witness to the part that 
this far-flung section of the Em- 
rire had played in the war. A 
ietachment of sailors in their dark 
)lue, sharply contrasting with the 
chaki of the soldiers, showed that 
seas as well as land had claimed 
service from the young pioneers of 
the north. 

The sentiment of the crowd was 
not that of sight-seeing. It was 
-ather that of pride and thanks- 
ziving. Of all the thousands that 
lined the city streets it would be 
strange if there was one who was 
not, or had not been, represented 
at the battle front by some one 
near and dear.

The Real Culprit. 


The Serbian minister at Paris 
has made publie dispatches sent 
by the Austrian minister at Ber- 
lin to his own government in July 
1914; which showed at that time 
Germany was solidly backing Aus- 
tria in its attitude toward Serbia, 
and urging upon the Austrian govy- 
ernment that they should immedi- 
ately attack Serbia, thus leaving 
no time for mediation and putting 
Europe in the presence of an ‘‘ac- 
somplished fact.’’ 

The dispatches are confirmatory 


rather than informing. They sub- 
stantiate a case already clearly 
proven, that the German govern- 
ment instigated the war, using 
Austria’s ready hostility toward 
Serbia as the most convenient ex- 
cuse, Germany having plotted the 
war, and sprung the war when 
it was ready, it follows logically 
and also as a matter of prudence 
that the punishment imposed upon 
Germany should be heavier than 
that imposed upon the Allies and 
tools whom she used to carry out 
her business. 


High Prices an Admitted 
Handicap. 


An Ottawa dispatch announces 
that in order to assist in the es- 
tablishment of soldiers upor land 
urder favorable conditions ar- 
rangements have been made with 
manufacturers of farm implements 
and harness by which soldiers 
malting use of the land settlement 
schyme will be given prices sub- 
stanitially below those quoted to 
civilians, 

Two things are clear from this. 
One is that the manufacturers 
eould afford to sell farm imple- 
ments and harness at prices sub- 
stantially lower than are now de- 
manded. The other is that the 
Government realizes that the 
prices demanded for these farm 
necesities impose a real hardship 
upon the farmer. The Govern- 
ment, to state it another way, ob- 
jects to loaning money with which 
to buy farm implements and har- 
ness at the prices ordinarily de- 
manded for them. 

That the soldier settler deserves 
the best prices at which these 
necessities can be supplied is un- 
doubted; and that he would be 
seriously handicapped if required 
to purchase his farm equipment at 
war prices in order to produce 
what he will have to sell at peace 
prices is good reasoning. But if the 
reasoning holds in the case of the 
soldier it holds equally in the case 
of the civilian, And if it is in the 
interests of the country that the 
returned soldier who goes upon 
land should be given the most 
favorable opportunity to bring as 
much land as possible under cul- 
tivation, it is equally to the inter- 
ests of the country that the farm- 
ers who are now in business, and 
the civilian who may take up land, 
should also be enabled to carry on 
operations on the largest possible 


seale, The tariff on these prime 
necessities of farm equipment 
should be reduced and farmers 


generally given the opportunity 
that is recognized necessary in the 
case of men who go farming under 
the Government’s land settlement 
scheme. 


‘*‘Working’’ Reconstruction. 


British newspapers are com- 
plaining that the Government is 
using the license system as the 
thin end of the protectionist 
| wedge, with the object of replac- 
ing after a time the present system 
of restrictions by a system of re- 
strictive tariff. 

Whether the accusation is cor- 
rect or not, it agrees with the fact 
that the readjustment from war to 
peace conditions is being used 
generally by protectionist interests 
and doctrinaires as an excuse for 
maintaining or increasing tariff 
restrictions. The profiteer is no 
respector of times. He plundered 
the public during the war, under 
the pretence that war conditions 
made high prices necessary; but 
he will just as readily plunder the 
public under peace conditions un- 
der pretention that reconstruction 
ean only? be brought about by 
maintaining war prices. 

Thus in Canada the retention of 
the extreme protectionist tariff is 
now being urged on the ground 
that the country needs large in- 
come from the customs in order to 
meet the cost of the war,— despite 
the fact that in so far as the tariff 
is protective in effect it prevents 
importation and thereby decreases 
the revenue which the country 
would collect if more goods were 
allowed to be brought in. 

There have been hints from 
Paris that in the process of war 
settlement means may be found 


for tying up the Allied countries | 


in some sort of fiscal arrangement 
which will hamper their liberty of 
action and obligate each of them 
to maintain protective tariff, in the 
supposed interests of the Allies 
and for the supposed disadvantage 
of Germany. 

“Big business’’ is on the job in 
these times of readjustment, just 
as actively as it was in time of war, 
and is seeking to promote its own 
ends under cover of reconstruction 
just as for the past four years it 

| has exploited the publie wholesale 
under cover of war conditions.

OTTAWA CALIS A HALT 


Writing to The Toronto Telegram 
from London, Wednesday, February 
22nd, Lieut, Col. Arthur Pratt says: 

“Up to Wednesday lmet the British 
had repatriated one and a half mil- 
lion soldierg and 35,000 officers, The 
United States figures were practic- 
|ally the same. Canada had returned 
betweep 60,000 and 65,090 in all, 

“Our men are coming to England at 
the rate of one thousand per day, 
and our whole army is o2 the march 
from the Rhine. Everything was 
stomped on Thursday last, and all our 
men heki up because Ottawa imper- 
atively called the authorities here not 
to send big batches of men. 

“In other worde the military au- 
thorities here are not to use ships 
carrying over 3.000 soldiers because 
our Ottawa civilians are unwilling or 
unable to handle the men when they 
reach Canada. 

“Apparently they will not build a 
landing camp at Halifax or &. John. 
Because of these orders from Ottawa 
it is impossible for us to use the 
Olympic and Aquitania, which the 
British had allotted to us, and these 
vessels have been turned over to the 
United States. Our men must now 
take the small vesselg and endure the 
discomfort and decided danger of 
winter travelling on the North Atlan- 
tic in vessels of the Scotian, North- 
land, Sandinavian type.”

Parties 
were sent to Russia and were about 
to start operations whem the distant 
rumbles of the revolution were heard 
and they were withdrawn. 
IN THE VOSGES AND JURA. 
The best record of the Canadian 
Forestry Corps, outside of that done 
for the Bfitish was the supplying of 
every class of lumber direct to the 
French Armies from the Vosges and 
Jura Mountains, on the Swiss border, 
and from the Landes and the Gironde, 
south of Bordeaux, in sight of the 
giant Pyrenees. In the north Cana- 
dian uniforms came to be known in 
the quaint mountain villages and the 
peasants opened their homes to the 
strange men from across the Atlantic

In two weeks boilers 
and mills from the faraway Dominion 
were installed in the mountains, 
and loading sidings were blasted out 
of the solid rock cuttings through the 
mountains, The peasants who for- 
merly cut the big trees used to slowly 
bring them miles down the mountain 
roads by ox teams into the valley 
towns, where there were ancient mills 
still driven by water wheels. Ten 
trees a day was a good average for 
the mill to saw.

In the south of France the huge 
pine forests which Napoleon plamted 
for the peasants yield them fortunes 
in resin and turpentine. It is estt- 
mated that the value extracted from 
each tree per year is five francs. But 
in forty years the tree goes sterile | 
and there were millions of these trees 
ready to be cut into railway sleepers | 
and inch planks badly needed for the 
war. The French Government had | 
difficulty in buying them from the un- | 
sophisticated peasants. A govera- 
ment oficial went with a Bank of 
France cheque to close a Geal wit | 
one old forester near the Spanish bor: | 
der.
